Response to Amendment 



1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on December 16 5 2002 in which 
applicant amends claim 1, adds new claims 15-21, and responds to the claim rejections. 

2. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sagawa et al. 
(E.P. 0,903,1 69A2) in view of Kosugi et al. (U.S. 5,229,756). 



The rejection as stated in Office Action, Paper No. 9 is retained and incorporated herein. 



6. Applicant's arguments filed December 16, 2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive with regards to claims 1-14, and new claims 15-20. 

7. Regarding Claim 1, Applicant alleges Kosugi et al. (U.S. 5,229,756) lacks disclosing the 
newly amended claim limitation requiring, "said signal being an indication of a change in 
velocity of said signal generating device being moved by said game player." However, claims 2

Response to Arguments 
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and 8 in Kosugi et al. are directed to an image control apparatus according to claim 1 ? wherein 
said movement detection means detects the velocity of said movement of said operator which is 
displayed on a display screen. See Figures 17-18. 

8. Regarding Claims 16-20, and particularly independent claims 16 5 and 20, Kosugi et al. 
would simply provide an acceleration indication of zero, or display no arm movement on the 
screen when, "said at least one of said acceleration and said impact is sensed while the game 
player is in motion with said signal generating device and a relative position of the signal 
generating device to a part of the game player that retains the signal generating device remains 
substantially unchanged." 

Therefore, for the reasons discussed hereinabove, the rejection as stated in Office Action, 
Paper No. 9 under 35 U.S.C. 103 is maintained.
